IS —The governor 
has issued the long expected proclam a­ 
tion convening the T w enty-sixth legis­ 
lature in session and fixing Tuesday, 
Jan 23. as the date of meeting. 
The 
governor e m braces four subjects in his 
proclamation and a provision quoting 
the constitution, which permits his sub­ 
m itting othsr matters from tim e to time. 
The first subject is that of a new tax 
bill 
The second subject is that ofjreduoing 
the ad valorem tax to bo levied next 
year 
It is proposed to reduce it from 
20 to ICI cents on the $100. 
T his is 
recommended in view of the am ount 
of general revenue now accum ulating 
in the state treasury, and i t is estim ated 
that from tho present receipts, after 
paying the exponses of theextaa session, 
there will bo in the state treasury a t tho 
end of the fiscal year, Aug. 81, to the 
credit of the general revenue fund $(>50,* 
OOO. 
This is to reduce taxation and 
keep money in circulation. 
The third subject explains itself, and 
the fourth, 
which has not heretofore 
been mentioned and comes in tho nature 
of a surprise, contem plates increasing 
the salaries of the superintendents of 
the state lunatic asylum s. 
The last appropriation bill compelled 
these superintendents to board them ­ 
selves and fam ilies w ithout increasing 
their salaries. 
This so reduced their 
com pensation that the governor 
tem plates increasing the same, 
proclamation in full is as follow s; 
Proclam ation by the governor; 
I. Joseph D. Sayers, governor of tho 
state of Texas, by virtue of the authori­ 
ty vested in me by the constitution 
thereof do hereby call a special session 
of the T w enty-sixth legislature to con­ 
vene in the city of Austin, beginning at 
noon, Tuesday, Jan. 23, 1900, for the fol­ 
low ing purposes, to-wit: 
1. To provide a tax system for 1901 
and succeeding years and which shall 
take the place of all tax law s now in 
force 
2. To reduce the rate of the ad valo­ 
rem tax under present law for general 
revenue purposes for the year 1900 and 
to make certain appropriations.
